It will take greater New York a long 


time to become the largest city of the 
world, even If we ignore Chicago's hopes 
of passing her in population 
Within the 


area to be embraced in Greater New York 
there are now about 8,000,000 people, bo- 
aides 608,000 more Just across the vlver 
Greater London has a population of more 
than 8,000,000 By tbe census taken in a 
night, as the flow Ksgllsh take a census, 
the city in tha "administrative county of 
London" has 4,411,871 population, a gain 
of 170,840 people in five years. Greater 
London, however, 1ms a population of 
6,167,692 and has gained 634,360 in five 
years, a larger actual gain, though a small- 
er percentage of gain, than that of 'Greater 
JJew York Thus a city which five years 
ago was as large as New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Et. Lonis, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore and New Orleans com- 
bined added in half a decade a population 
little less than that of San Francisco and 
Cincinnati contained in 1890. 


Among the world's great cities Paris 


will be third in 1000, but will Dot long 
hold her place At present rate of growth 
she will be passed by Chicago, Berlin, 
Tokyo abd Vienna before tbe first decade 
of tbe next century closes. 


Wonderful as bos been the growth of 


American cities, they have generally not 
increased more rapidly than the cities of 
Knrope of equal site, Amsterdam, Buda- 
pest, Warsaw, Rome and Marseilles have 
kept poos with cities of equal size In this 
country, as St. Louis, Boston and Balti- 
more anil many cities in South America 
and Australia that were smaller than theso 
cities in 1880 were larger in 1*80. Bio Ja- 
neiro, Buenos Ayres, Melbourne and Syd- 
ney have grown much more rapidly than 
cities of equal size In the United States. 
Tha first two named were larger than any 
of the cities in tho United States in 1390 
except New York, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Brooklyn, whllo in 1880 seven cities 
In this country were larger than Rio Ja- 
neiro and ten larger than Buenos Ajres.

Nothing could be packed, but 
there were a few things belonging to 
the crew already in their bags and 
these were hastily thrown into th« 
boats. The captain himself saved only 
his register, log book, sextant and 
quadrant, not even_the ship's compass. 
Capt. Bnrneide did not leave the 
ship until the decics wera awash. The 
boats then stood by until the ship sank 
beneath the water. For thirty-five 
hours they rowed, and then the Circas- 
sia appeared and the boats containing 
the castaways were taken up bodily on 
the davits, this being made possible 
by the smoothness of the tea. This 
disaster recalls the fata 'of the White 
Star freighter Naronic, which left 
Liverpool in 1893 and was never again 
heard of except for two lifeboats be- 
longing to her that were afterwards 
picked up.
